Critics have questioned whether such a campaign can possibly 
be waged in view of the international disturbances currently in 
progress f however, the First Minister emphasized his militant 
stand against all forms of racism and bigotry by personally 
leading off the long-awaited "120 Days of Miscegenation, " 
An unruly band of Kook Klique Klaquesmen carrying protest signs 
and shouting "Guns Or Goodies?" was dispersed from the
